partment said Thursday. 


The department's report said 


the 395 districts owed $183,901,- 
160 In outstanding loans and 
bonded debt on June 30. 


The report said the average 


tax for Arkansas districts was 
43.48 mills, with 19.76 going for 
Interest, principle and other 
debt costs, compared to 42.8.1, 
with 19.52 for debt service, In 
the 1967 report. 


Act 38 of 1961 permits a 


school district to borrow in ex- 
cess of 15 per cent of its latest 
assessed valuation. A district 
may borrow up to 18 per cent 
of its valuation If the state 
Board of Education decides the 
district cannot build and equip 
needed school buildings because 
of expected or extreme hard- 
ship. 


The five districts with the 


largest indebtedness in terms of 
dollars were the Little Rock 
School District at $15,527,000, 
the Pulaskl County (Rural) Spe-:-j 
cial. School District"a'C$9,979,T,'( 
500, the Fort Smith School Dis'-" 
trict at $8,980,300, the ..Pine 
Bluff School District at $6,833,- 
450 and the North Little Rock 
School District at $5,302,650.

Three battalions of the U.S.

U.S. headquarters said the 
Americans were trying to trap a 
major enemy force menacing 
the capital, but the operation 
ended Thursday night after only 
sporadic contacts. Eight Ameri- 
cans were killed and 24 wound- 
ed.

Saigon, 
19 Vietnamese 


were wounded today by a gre- 
nade explosion at a sidewalk 
cafe near a police headquarters. 
Eight of the victims were po- 
lice. Officials said one or two 
terrorists approached the busy 
restaurant during the breakfast 
hour, threw the grenade and 
fled. 


Four hours later an explosive 


charge went off in front of a 
ward office in Cholon, Saigon's 
Chinese quarter, and four Viet- 
namese civilians were wounded.

(LE) is sometimes called the 
butterfly disease because of 
the configuration of the skin 
lesion over the bridge of the 
nose. It is a systemic rather 
than a skin disease and may 
cause swollen lymph nodes in 
the neck and armpits. Most 
victims have bouts of severe 
joint and muscle pain. The 
disease may affect the retina. 
It may cause pleurisy, heart 
disease, peptic ulcer, nephri- 
tis and convulsions. No one 
victim, however, gets all of 
these complications. The dis- 
ease is chronic and is far 
from being a figment of the 
victim's imagination or the 
result of a nervous upset.

roiditis and several others. 
Pregnancy sometimes triggers 
or aggravates this disease. 


Although there is no specific 


cure, much can be done to 
control the disease if the 
treatment is started early in 
its course. Exposure to direct 
sunlight should be avoided. 
Surgery should be undertaken 
only if it is necessary to save 
life. Antimalarial drugs, sali- 
cylates and drugs of the cor- 
tisone group are helpful. For

Congressional Delay

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
De- 


lays In Congress and the White 
House apparently have doomed 
any chance for setting up this 
summer a special fund to help 
law enforcement agencies deal 
with riots. 


Such a fund was provided for 


In the omnibus crime control 
bill President Johnson signed 
into law June 19. 


Although 
the 
long-range 


procedure for the fund is com- 
plex, the bill contained a special 
provision tor this summer that 
cut through much of the red 
tape. 


The deadline tor 1968, howev- 


er, was set tor Aug. 31, consid- 
ered a realistic date by the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee when 
it drew up the provision last 
spring. 


The deadline is now but three 


weeks off and the Justice De- 
partment appropriation blU fi- 
nancing the fund did not clear 
Congress until Aug. 1. 


It is yet to be signed by the 


President, 


Before funds can be passed 


out, however, the President also 
must appoint members of a new 
agency to receive, screen and 
decide on applications tor aid. 


The section of the crime bill 


containing this summer's anti« 
riot funds provides tor grants to 
states and localities to help 
them improve law enforcement 
techniques and personnel, 


The Senate version of the 


over*all crime bill came out of 
committee last April 29 and was 
passed in that chamber May 34, 
Besides the propam of help* 


ing law^nforcement efforts, it 
contained other, far-reaching 
sections dealing with wiretap, 
ping, gun controls and admissi* 
oillty of voluntary confessions 
and other evidence, 


The House passed the Senate 
bill intact June 6 in a reaction to

Crusade Is 
Aimed at New 
Leadership

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - " 


The 29th Republican National 
Convention, brushing aside a 
disgruntled minority, has sent 
Richard M. Nixon off on a No- 
vember election crusade aimed 
at putting new leadership in the 
White House. 


A step behind him marched 


Gov. Spiro T. Agnew of Mary- 
land, Nixon's hand-picked selec- 
tion for his running mate. Ag- 
new's nomination provided the 
GOP delegates with about their 
only opportunity before adjourn- 
ment Thursday night to register 
individual protest against Nix- 
on's tight control over the con- 
vention. 


The fact that 205 of the con- 


vention's 1,333 delegates were 
willing to go on the record in op- 
position to Nixon's personal 
choice for his No. 2 man cast 
doubt on the nominee's claim in 
his acceptance speech that the 
GOP "stands united before the 
nation tonight." 


With some of the party liber- 


als participating in what had 
the earmarks of a spontaneous . 
revolt, Agnew polled 1,128 votes ; 
and Gov. George Romney of 
Michigan 178. Another 12 were 
scattered among other quickie 
candidates with 15 abstentions. 


There was never any question 


about the convention's accept- 
ance 
of Nixon's surprising 


choice of Agnew, barely known 
nUtionally except for his law- 
and-order stand anil his tough 
lecturing of Negro leaders. 


But the sour reaction of party 


liberals — or moderates as 
some of them prefer to be called 
— was reflected in the scattered 
voting against Agnew. 


Had not Govs. Nelson A. 


Rockefeller of New York, Nix- 
on's major challenger for the 
top nomination, and James A. 
Rhodes 
of 
Ohio, a holdout 


against Nixon's nomination, or- 
dered their delegatons to stay In 
line for Agnew there might have 
been an even larger protest. 


Nixon got a five-minute ova- 


tion before he could start his ac- 
ceptance speech. He was inter- 
rupted frequently with applause 
as he asserted in the course of 
his speech that "this time we're 
going to win," 


The nominee, preparing to de- 


part for Mission Bay, Calif., for 
a rest and strategy sessions, 
also nailed down his control of 
party machinery. 


He gave the signal for the re- 


election of Ray C. Bliss as na- 
tional chairman. Bliss declined 
comment, but there seemed lit- 
tle doubt he would agree to re- 
main. 


Primarily a political techni- 


cian, Bliss stayed clear of the 
fight for the presidential nomi- 
nation as almost no chairman 
before him had done. 


As with most presidential can- 


didates, Nixon is expected to 
run the campaign with his per- 
sonal organization, The National 
Committee 
organization will 


supply auxiliary services and 
raise money,
